Herman  Berger,  affectionately  referred  to 
as  “the  mayor”  of  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue,  has  been  a  devoted  member  of  our 
congregation  for  27  years  and  has  served 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Ritual 
Committee,  an  usher  for  the  High  Holy 
Days,  a  member  of  the  Men’s  Club,  and 
one  of  the  most  active  and  dependable 
“minyanaires”— a  member  of  the  daily 
afternoon  minyan— for  which  he  has  been 
honored  by  the  Men’s  Club. 

Born  and  raised  on  New  York  City’s  Lower 
East  Side,  Herman  graduated  from  Seward 


Park  High  School  and  then  went  to  textile 
school  to  learn  how  to  convert  raw  materi¬ 
als  into  fabrics.  After  graduating  from  tex¬ 
tile  school,  he  entered  into  a  family  textile 
business  and  then  founded  his  own  com¬ 
pany,  Phoenix  Fabrics  Corporation,  which 
he  has  headed  for  59  years,  53  of  those 
years  with  one  partner  who  passed  away 
several  years  ago.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

There  have,  of  course,  been  thousands  of 
reactions  to  Iraq’s  invasion  of  Kuwait  and 
Saddam  Hussein’s  threat  to  attack  Israel 
with  poison  gas.  The  strangest  reaction  I’ve 
heard  so  far  has  been  from  the  Lubavitcher 
Rebbe,  Rabbi  Menahem  Schneerson.  He 
has  proclaimed  that  the  Iraqi  threat  is  a 
harbinger  of  the  coming  of  the  Messiah. 
According  to  the  Rebbe,  tension  in  the 
Persian  Gulf  fulfills  a  midrashic  prophecy 
for  the  redemption  of  Israel.  He  assures  us, 
and  the  Israelis,  that  there  is  really  nothing 
to  fear  from  Iraq’s  poison  gas.  In  fact,  he 
says,  this  is  really  a  time  of  great  joy  since 
“the  time  of  our  redemption  has  come.” 
There  is  no  need  to  purchase  gas  masks,  no 
need  to  panic,  no  need  to  worry  at  all.  ‘ ‘The 
events  do  not  have  to  disturb  the  spiritual 
and  physical  peace  of  a  single  Jew,”  pro¬ 
claims  the  Rebbe,  “because  they  are  a 
preparation  and  preface  of  the  actual  com¬ 
ing  of  the  Messiah.” 

I’ve  never  had  any  doubt  that  a  sometimes 
dangerous  messianism  energizes  much  of 
the  Habad  movement.  The  Rebbe ’s  recent 
statement  bears  me  out,  but  even  I  have  to 
be  surprised  at  the  depth  of  illusion  at  work 
here.  In  effect,  the  Rebbe  is  saying  that  this 
worldly  [and  potentially  deadly]  crisis  will 
have  an  extra- worldly  resolution.  God  will 
intervene  and  the  Messiah  will  bring  peace. 

Now,  we  all  hope  and  pray  for  the  coming 
of  the  Messiah.  All  religious  Jewish  move¬ 
ments,  including  the  Reform  and  Conserva¬ 
tive  movements,  believe  in  the  time  of  the 
Messiah,  a  time  of  peace  and  redemption. 
But  there  is  a  difference  between  praying 
for  the  Messiah  to  come  and  counting  on 
him  to  end  the  aggression  of  Saddam  Hus¬ 
sein.  Basing  a  decision  to  wear  a  gas  mask 
on  an  ambiguous  prophecy  is  not  only 
foolish  and  dangerous,  it  is  potentially  he¬ 
retical.  Most  Jewish  thinkers,  Orthodox,

Conservative,  and  Reform,  have  cautioned 
against  relying  on  God  or  the  Messiah  to 
assist  us  in  any  of  our  political  problems. 
The  Talmud  tells  us  not  to  “push  the  end,” 
in  other  words,  never  to  base  our  earthly 
lives  on  a  decision  God  may  make.  God 
makes  his  decisions,  says  the  Talmud,  in  his 
own  due  time;  it  is  not  up  to  us  to  predict  or 
bring  about  the  coming  of  the  Messiah. 

The  Rebbe ’s  advice  is  really  an  appeal  to 
irrationality.  It  is  a  claim  that  Israel  is  above 
the  laws  of  normal  history,  beyond  the 
normal  principles  of  cause  and  effect  which 
govern  the  world.  It  would  be  wonderful  if 
that  were  true,  but  experience  tells  us 
otherwise.  Israel  faces  a  real  problem  in  a 
real  time.  We  need  rabbis  and  Jewish 
movements  which  teach  us  to  worship  a 
transcendent  God,  while  at  the  same  time 
keeping  our  feet  on  the  ground  and  our 
worldly  defenses  up.

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All  About  Sukkot 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name 
from  the  sukkah,  the  temporary  dwelling  or 
booth  built  especially  for  the  holiday.  Says 
the  Book  of  Leviticus:  “I  did  cause  the 
children  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  booths  when  I 
brought  them  out  of  the  Land  of  Egypt.” 
The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a  reminder  to  all 
generations  of  God’s  redemption  of  the 
Jewish  people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving  for 
the  final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the 
Land  of  Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly 
recall  the  Land  and  its  produce. 

The  four  minim,  or  species,  consist  of  an 
etrog,  a  lulav,  myrtles,  and  willows.  The 
lulav  is  a  branch  of  the  palm  tree  and  is 
bound  together  with  three  short  branches  of 
myrtle  leaves  (hadasim)  and  two  branches 
of  the  willow  tree  (aravot).  The  etrog  looks 
like  a  large  lemon,  but  it  smells  and  tastes 
much  sweeter.  It  has  a  pitom,  a  small 
protuberance,  at  its  end. 

The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these  different 
species  together  serves  as  an  example  to  us 
of  how  all  Jews,  different  though  we  may  be 
from  one  another,  must  be  bound  together 
into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two 
points  in  the  morning  service,  during  Hal¬ 
lel,  right  after  the  morning  Amidah,  and 
during  Hoshanot,  each  day  of  the  holiday 
when  we  march  around  the  synagogue  with 
them  in  a  magnificent  procession,  except  on 
the  Sabbath. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  15th 
day  of  Tishri  and  the  first  two  days  are 
observed  as  major  festival  days.  The  next 
five  days  are  Hoi  Hamoed,  the  Intermediate 
Days  of  the  festival.  These  days  are  half¬ 
holidays,  for  while  most  labor  is  permitted, 
except,  of  course,  on  the  Sabbath,  we 
continue  to  eat  meals  in  the  sukkah  and  to 
make  the  blessings  over  the  four  minim, 
waving  them  during  the  recitation  of  the 
Hallel  and  when  marching  with  them  during 
the  hymns  (Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter 
Sukkah,  named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and 
May  Ellen  Ritter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof 
and  decorated  by  the  Parents  Association, 
under  the  direction  of  Judy  Katz. 

A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah 
following  every  service  during  Sukkot  and 
dinner  is  served  there  every  night  of 
Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a 
separate  holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is  called 
Shemini  Atzeret,  the  “Eighth  Day  of  As¬ 
sembly.”  We  no  longer  eat  in  the  sukkah 
and  in  Israel  prayers  for  rain  are  recited 
during  the  service.  The  Yizkor  Memorial 
Prayers  are  recited  on  Shemini  Atzeret. 


Then,  Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the 
joyous  festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the  “Re¬ 
joicing  of  Torah.”  It  is  during  the  morning 
service  on  Simhat  Torah  that  the  last  verse 
and  the  first  verse  of  the  Torah  are  read,  a 
bold  demonstration  of  our  belief  that  the 
study  of  Torah  is  never-ending.  We  march 
joyfully  in  hakafot  (processions)  in  which 
we  carry  the  Scrolls  of  the  Law.  At  this 
service,  three  of  our  congregants  are  hon¬ 
ored  for  their  contributions  to  the  syna¬ 
gogue  and  to  the  Jewish  community. 

Sukkot  Rituals 

Using  the  Four  Species  (Minim):  The  basic 
commandment  of  the  four  species  (minim) 
consists  of  holding  them  in  your  hand  and 
then  shaking  them.  The  four  species  are 
used  at  two  points  in  the  morning  service: 
during  Hallel  and  during  Hoshanot. 

More  specifically,  the  four  species  consist 
of  a  long  palm  branch  that  has  a  holder 
made  of  palm  leaves.  In  the  holder  on  your 
left  side,  you  place  two  willows  (aravot) 
and  on  the  right  side  you  place  three  myrtles 
(hadasim).  The  citron  (etrog)  is  not  at¬ 
tached  with  the  other  three  species. 

The  procedure  for  reciting  the  berakhah  is 
as  follows: 

•  While  standing,  pick  up  the  lulav  with  its 
attached  willows  and  myrtle  in  your  right 
hand.  Hold  the  lulav  so  that  its  spine  is 
toward  you. 

•  Pick  up  the  etrog  in  your  left  hand  with  its 
tip  (pitom)  pointing  down.  If  you  have  an 
etrog  that  comes  naturally  without  a  tip, 
look  for  the  top  of  the  fruit  (the  narrower 
end,  as  in  a  pear)  and  turn  the  etrog  upside 
down.  Hold  the  etrog  next  to  the  lulav. 

•  Recite  the  blessing:  Praised  are  you,  Lord 
our  God,  Ruler  of  the  universe,  who  has 
sanctified  us  through  His  commandments 
commanding  us  concerning  the  waving  of 
the  palm  branch.  On  the  first  day  only,  then 
recite  the  she-he-heyanu:  Praised  are  you, 
Lord  our  God,  Ruler  of  the  universe,  for 
keeping  us  in  life,  for  sustaining  us,  and  for 
helping  us  reach  this  moment. 

•  T\im  the  etrog  right  side  up  and  shake  the 
lulav. 

The  blessing  can  be  recited  at  home.  Many 
say  it  in  the  morning  service  right  before 
Hallel. 

Hallel:  Many  precede  the  Hallel  service 
with  the  recital  of  the  berakhah  for  lulav. 
During  Sukkot,  Hallel  is  recited  every  day 
right  after  the  morning  Amidah.  When 
certain  of  its  verses  are  recited,  we  hold  the 
lulav  and  etrog  and  shake  it  in  all  directions. 

Hoshanot:  each  day  of  Sukkot,  the  Hosha¬ 
not  are  recited  during  the  morning  service. 
These  hymns  begin  with  the  words  hosha  na 
(save  us),  hence  the  name.  One  is  recited 
each  day  as  a  circuit  is  made  around  the 
synagogue. 


The  procedure  is  as  follows:  After  the 
Musaf  service  (in  some  traditions,  after 
Hallel),  the  ark  is  opened.  A  Torah  scroll  is 
taken  out  and  held  on  the  bimah.  The  ark  is 
left  open.  The  service  leader  takes  a  lulav 
and  etrog  and  begins  chanting  the  Hoshana 
service.  The  congregation  repeats  each  line 
responsively.  Those  who  have  a  lulav  and 
etrog  form  a  procession  behind  the  leader 
and  follow  as  he/she  circles  the  synagogue. 
The  leader  and  congregation  continue  to 
recite  the  day’s  hoshana.  The  procession 
circles  only  once  and  then  there  is  a  closing 
hymn.  People  return  to  their  places.  The 
Torah  is  returned  and  the  ark  is  closed. 

On  Shabbat,  there  is  no  procession;  the  ark 
is  opened,  but  the  Torah  is  not  taken  out.
